few vears ago the bishops of the Roman 
Catholic chureh in France were chosen Dy 
the French government, and today the bish- 
ops of the Church of England are appointed 
by the English government. Such selections 
are not likely to be free froma taint of 
political influence or purpose, and some- 
times appointments have been made without 
seeming regard to the interests of the 
church. 

The union of church 
evidently hurtful to both church and state. 
Theiidealis separation of church and stata 
or, as it has been expressed, ‘‘a free church 
in a free state.” It is obvious, however, that 
exemption of college endowments from taxa- 
tion involves no control of church over state 
or of state over church. If so, we already 
have and have had for a long time this 
dreaded union, for church buildings are-ex- 
en pt from taxation, Moreover, we have, ac- 
culding to this logic, a union of the church 
and the Odd Fellows, of the church and the 
Masons, for the halls of Odd Fellows and 
Masons are exempt from taxation. If such 
exist it would be objec- 
state should not control 
nor should these frater- 
state. By the same logic 
there would exist also a union of church and 
the owners of cemetery lots, for all cemetery 
lots are exempt from taxation. 

The hollowness of the cry of union of 
church and state is further seen in this 
that none of the bills which. have pro- 
posed to the Georgia legislature would Imit 
exemption to the endowment of church coi- 
leses. The word church appears in none of 
them. The exemption is proposed for the 
enaqowment of all colleges, whatever the 
control, which are doing without pecuglary 
gain the needed and important publi v- 
ice of higher education.
